You  are  invited  to  visit  an  exhibition  at  KPFA  of  the  work  of  Abram 
Krol,  internationally  known  printmaker  and  painter.  Krol's  colorful  engrav- 
ings receive  the  wood  block  impression  of  large  color  areas,  which  are  then 
stamped  over  by  a  series  of  line  engravings  which  cut  into  the  paper  like 
embossment  in  reverse.  Krol  has  lived  in  Paris  for  twenty  years,  since  leaving 
his  native  Poland.  His  career  as  an  artist  began  when  he  studied  the  work 
of  a  woodcarver  whose  craftsmanship  profoundly  impressed  young  Krol. 

Now  39  years  old,  Krol  has  won  numerous  prizes  and  awards,  climaxed 
this  year  by  the  awarding  to  him  of  the  coveted  "Prix  de  la  Critique"  for 
his  engravings.  Krol  has  also  been  commended  by  the  French  government 
through  a  scholarship  in  1950,  by  the  Feneon  Foundation  scholarship  in 
1951,  and  by  the  Prix  Daragnes  in  1952.  Maurice  Toesca,  noted  critic, 
wrote  a  book  about  Krol  in  which  he  is  described  as  a  master  of  contempo- 
rary engravers. 

The  range  of  Krol's  talent  is  expressed  by  the  diversity  of  the  work  he 
produces — not  only  etchings,  engravings  and  paintings,  but  books  of  his  own 
poetry  illustrated  by  him.  An  article  about  Krol  in  the  English  magazine 
The  Studio,  says:  "He  belongs  to  the  line  of  those  rare,  creative  artists  who 
.  .  .  have  contributed  illustrations  to  ancient  or  modern  classics  and  whose 
participation  in  this  genre  has  resulted  in  major  or  minor  masterpieces  of 
permanent  value."  Krol's  work  includes  an  extraordinary  version  of  the 
Hebrew  Alphabet,  and  an  equally  original  version  of  the  ancient  Zodiac. 
Symbolic  drawings  of  justice  in  Libra,  for  example,  contain  delicate  line 
drawings  of  an  elephant  and  a  butterfly,  equally  balancing  the  scales. 

Krol's  interest  in  the  Hebrew  Old  Testament  and  its  impact  upon  his 
work  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  his  father  was  a  member  of  the  Hassidim 
and  an  authority  on  the  Talmud.  Krol  himself  declares  that  he  is  nothing 
more  than  a  competent  craftsman,  who  draws  accurately  what  he  sees.  You 
may  enjoy  the  extraordinary  vision  of  "what  Krol  sees"  by  visiting  KPFA's 
studios.  Abram  Krol's  work  will  be  at  KPFA  a  few  weeks.  Permanent  exhibits 
of  his  work  are  in  collections  in  London,  Paris,  Amsterdam,  Stockholm,  and 
many  other  cities.  The  Paris  Art  Gallery  in  San  Francisco  loaned  KPFA 
examples  of  Krol's  work.
